Many persons seem to have an 
opinion that I go in and the market. 
around my way. Now, nothing could be 
further from the truth. 1 take the market as 
I find it, and I back -my judgment, that is all. 
Now, there's lots of wheat in the codntry, cart 
loads of it, and in view of what looked like 
big crops the coming year I could see no rea- 
son for the price going higher? or even staying 
where it was. That's what 1 thought last 
summer when they ‘ cleanes me out,’ and I 
never changed my opinion, though I lost all 
my ready money in backing. it. So I started 
in with wheat up around the $1.95 mark 
and {put out a long line just as the 
props began falling from under it. 
I. coulan’t help making money, and 
every time the market fell off a point why I 
was just getting back what the boys 
from me last fall. Havs 1 got it all back? 
Well, I haven't lost anything, ‘you may depend 
on that. When the price gut down around 78 
I was ready and willing to get out from under 
the imarket and test, awhile on what I had 
made, but they- would not let me.

The bill as it left the Senate was 
much more favorable to the views of the 
Indian Bureau and much nearer the estimates 
furnished by the Interior Department than the 
text of the House bill; and as the Conference 
committee is believed to be in the main 
depart- 
ment the officials of the bureau are far more 
hopeful as to the final outcome than they were 
a month ago. The estimates called for au ap- 
propriation of $8,608,907. The House cut this 
down to $7,437,269, and the Senate rdised the 
total to about $8,186,000. The House was 
particularly severe on the educational esti- 
mates, but the Senate voted for this branch of

by the department. The amendment ordered 
by the House, making it obligatory on the 
President to appoint army officers to vacaticie 
in Indian Agencies, was especially di

We 
remember that he signed the Anti-Truck bill 
without hesitation. It is not his fault that 
the Supreme Court knocked out 
the bill. But, though the Judges knocked it 
out, there is a court of last resort behind them 
—the people. We will make this bill, amended 
to meet the technical objections of the Judges, 
an issue in the campaign and we want to have 
a Governor who will sign the bill when it is 
passed again. Then we do not forget that he 
readily signed the Weekly Payments bill, and 
the bill repealing that Democratic measure, 
the Merritt Conspiracy law. 

The ironworkers throughout the State are 
especially warm. friends of Gov. Fifer, and 
will aid in his reélection. We are aware that 
the Democrats are going to make the appeal 
to the socialistic element of the workingmen 
for votes for their candidate for Governor.

GEN. PALMER’S MILITARY RECORD. 


The Circumstances Leading Up to His Res- 
ignation and the Correspondence, 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 17.—[ Special. }— 
The latest volume of the rebellion record has 
some fresh points on Senator Palmer’s mili- 
tary record. Under.date of Aug. 4, 1864, Gen. 
Sherman wrote Gen. Palmer, at that time in 
command of the Fourteenth Army Corps:

In reply to this communication from his 
commander the IIliuoisan said: I am Gen.

He returns to 
Paris with materials fora valuable and vo- 
luminous report, which he will submit to the 
government some time in the fall, He said 
just before sailing: I have been astonished, 
however, to find how generally French is 
I had imagined 
that with the exception of a few Eastern 
cities I would find scarcely any one able to 


speak with me in French, and yet all 


through the West I met people who 
spoke fluently and who had gained their 
knowledge in Paris. The women I tuund more 
accomplished linguists than the men, who are, 
I suppose, too much occupied in solving the 
bread and butter question co occupy their 
time with grammars and dictionaries. But 1 
met many American men, whose lives have 
been in a measure devoted to study and self- 
improvement, who spoke the language fluent- 
ly, indeed, among what I mi eail the repre- 
sentatives of your cultul classes I found 
only three men who were unable to speak 
French. They were President Harrison, 
Chauncey M. Depew, and your wonderful Sec- 
retary of State, James G. Blaine. 
His Impressions of Mr. Blaine. 

‘“‘I was a guest at Mr. Blaine’s house in 
Washington on several occasions and I do not 
know when I have met a man who impressed 
me more strongly with his remarkable and 
strangely winning personality. I had thought 
of him rather as a wan who had used Ameri- 
can political methods with such skill as to 
raise himself to the highest. public position. 
But there is in him something greater « 
better than the successful politician. He is a 
diploniat and a man of tact ia the highest 
sense of those words as they are understood in 
Europenn capitals. He is im all his words 
emphatically a nan who weighs with marvel- 
ous nicety the exact effect, down to the finest 
shading, of whatever he says. My admira- 
tion for Mr. Blaine is boundless.

SAILORS SCARED BY SKELETONS. 


A Discovery That Sent the Crew Into the 
Rigging. 

Philadelphia Record: About three months 
ago the Pietro Marie sailed from Philadelphia 
for Pensacola loaded with dirt ballast. Some 
of the dirt had been secured from a lot at 
Fifth and Locust streets, which was once the 
graveyard of a colored church in the vicinity. 
The voyage was without incident until within 
a few days of Pensacola, when the boat en- 
countered a gale, . 

The heat just preceding the storm had been 
so intense that the hatches were thrown open 
and the breeze struck the boat so suddenly 
that no preparations for its reception could be 
made. The result was that the craft lurched 
and rolled over on her beam ends, shifting 
the ballast and revealing the bones of two 
big skeletons. The boatswain noticed the 
bones first and told one of the sailors, who in 
turn told the others, all of whom were more 
or less superstitious. Stricken with super- 
natural terror the whole crew retreated to the 
mastheads, all crowding for thetopmost points 
and fighting in midair for the highest posi- 
tions, endeavoring to get as far as possible 
from the haunted hold.

Mass-Meeting Called for Tonight to Oppose 
0 the Illinois Central Ordinance. 

The citizens of Woodlawn are preparing to 
have their voice in the consideration of the 
present pending Illinois Central railroad track 
elevation ordinance... To this end a mass- 
meeting has been called for this evening at the 
Woodlawn Park club, Sixty-fourth street and 
Myrtle avenue, in the following cireular: 

TO THE CITIZENS OF WOODLAWN PARK. 

The elevation of the tracks of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad between Fifty-first street and Sixty- 
seventh street, which has been in contemplation 
some time and which has been regarded with ap- 
proval by the public and press, has without any 
public discussion whatever, and without consulta- 
tion with the residents whose property and homes 
are to be affected, been changed to an ordinance 
for elevating said tracks to Sixty-third street only, 
and thence to incline to the surface at about 
Sixty-seventh street. This course would prove 
vastly detrimental to the residents of Woodlawn 
Park, as it would effectually bar all attempts in 
the future to open any of the streets between Sixty- 
third and Sixty-seventh streets under or across 
the tracks and would leave the Sixty-seventh 
street crossing at grade; it being today one of 
the most dangerous crossings outside of the cen- 
ter of the city. An amendment to said ordinance 
is also proposed and its adoption advocated by 
the press (evidently arene a misapprehension 
as to the wishes of the public and as to what its 
effect would be on ponents adjacent to said rail- 
road) which provides for an unnecessarily high 
elevation of said tracks. Unless a united protest 
is made to this amendment it is likely to be 
adopted and great and irre parable damage would 
result therefrom to all of Woodlawn Park prop- 
erty. This ordinance has not yet been passed, the

TO BRING THEM BACK. 


PLAN OF GERMAN GOVERNMENT TO 
SECURE ANARCHISTS. 


A Convention to Bring About a General 
Politi¢al Refugee Extradition Law—£n- 
gland Will Not Join It Unless Thorough- 
ly Scared—Extravagance of !mperor 
William and His Plans for the Summer 
and Fall-—To Secure the Netherlands— 
Ahlwardt’s Alleged Exposure.

Beruiy, April 17.—The dynamite outrages 
in France and Spain, together with the revela- 
tions consequent vpon the Poninsky assassina- 
tion, have roused the German. Government to 
instigate a thorough search of all the large 
cities of the empire for. Anarchist agitators. 
Suchowsky, the leader of the Poninsky plot, 
was found to be the chief of a band ot inter- 
national robbers and Anarchists who make 
their home in Weissensee, a suburb of Berlin, 
and a similar organization is said to have been 
uncovered by the Berlin police in Moabit. In 
Berlin, Leipsic, Munich, Frankfort-on-the 

ain, and Breslau the police have made 
domiciliary visits for the last ten days, and 
have found evidences of preparation on the 
part of the Anarchists in the empire to co- 
operate with their colleagues abroad in the ef- 
tort to terrorize Europe. 

In view of the general disquietude of the 
empire and the approach of May day the po- 
lice, according to orders fiom the govern- 
ment, made few arrests, the vast majority of 
the dangerous individuals apprehended hav- 
ing been induced to emigrate to Switzerland. 
Two hundred such suspects have been sent 
from all parts of the empire to Zurich and 
Berne, The Government of Switzerland, over- 
burdened already with refugees from France 
and Spain, has made a strong protest against 
this unfriendlyaction of Germany. When the 
Swiss Minister laid his case before Count 
Caprivi, however, the latter replied: ‘* Cer- 
tainly, we'll take back our fugitives from jus- 
tice if you will allow us to take back all of 
them, and we will be glad to attend to the 
matter of punishing them.“ 

Not Ready for General Extrvdition.

matter of fact Germany has grave cause for 
complaint against Switzerland’s sufferance of 
German revolutionists on its soil, and the pres- 
ent action of the police is thought to be in- 
spired by the Emperor in the hope of forcing 
the republic into concluding a treaty for the 
extradition of dangerous political refugees. 


| Ever since the Social Democrats and anarch- 


istic movement became dangerous in the em- 
pire Switzerland has sheltered Gerinan ref- 
ugees in thousands and has permitted the pub- 
lication and transportation over the border of 
immense quantities of seditious literature. 
With the knowledge of the federal powers 
Anarchists in Zurich and Berne have printed 
incendiary pamphiets and periodicals against 
the Eujperor and his government and have 
taken them to all the big cities of the empire 
at regular intervals for the last twenty years. 
Austria and Italy bave suffered similar treat- 
ment and both have joined Germany, espe- 
cially in Prince Bismarck’s time, in complain- 
ing at Berne. ‘Two or three times the Swiss 
authorities ordered the customs officers to 
4 more vigilant, but nothing effective was 
one. g 
Although no official confirmation of the re- 
port of an anti-Anarchist congress in Berlin 
can be gained there is no doubt that 
such a plan is maturmg in the Ger- 
man Foreign Count Caprivi, 
at the instance of the Emperor, who 
has been seriously alarmed by recent 
disturbances in Germany, is trying to gather 
representatives of all European governments 
to a conference on measures against the 
Anarehists. The Post in London asserts

and England alone has declined to do so. 
The Post adds, although without guoting its 
authority, that Gladstone has privately ex- 
pressed his approval of sending English del- 
egates to the conference, and therefore the 
German Government is holding off with its 
final arrangements. In Berlin these asser- 
tion are regarded as rather fanciful, as it is 
generally believed here that unless frightened 
by dynamite outrages in London in the mean- 
time England will refuse to participate in any 
conference looking towards the extradition of 
political offenders. 

The Emperor’s Summer Program. 


The Emperor is filling out rapidly his pro- 
gram for this summer and fall. The most 
imposing event of the year at court, in case 
the Czar does not come, will be the reception 
of Wilhelmina, the 12-year-old Queen of the 
Netherlands. The little Queen will come prob- 
ably under the care of the Queen Dowager, to 
return the Emperor’s visit of last year. She 
will be entertained at Potsdam in considera- 
tion of the delicate condition of the Empress, 
who would be hardly strong enough to endure 
the fatigue of a reception in Berlin. The room 
of Frederick the Great in the old castle will 
be placed at the disposal of Queen Wilhelmina 


Several banquets and receptions will be 
The principal 
reception has been arranged to take place at 
the New Palace in the wild park, and it is ex- 
pected to surpass in gorgeousness and costli- 
ness anything that the Emperor has done for 
visiting sovereigns. His reason for this ex- 
ceptional display is that he attaches great im- 
3 to the friendship of Holland. He is 
said to dream of an alliance between the 
Crown Prince and Queen Wilhelmina, through 
which the peaceful absorption of Holland by 
Germany could at last be accomplished, and 
Germany could secure the long-coveted Dutch 
seaboard. Count Caprivi hardly shares the 
Empé¢ror’s illusions; on this subject, but in 
e mmon with other German statesmen of rep- 
utation believes that the Dutch spirit would 
rise in rebellion against the marriage. The 
only way in which Germany can get the 
Netherlands, they say, is to fight for them. 

The Emperor’s visit to Kiel is set for the 
middle of May, after the spring maneuvers. 
He will proceed from Kiel with the fleet, 
which Will meet him there, to Dantzig to as- 
sist in the jubilee ¢elebration of an hussar 
regiment of the guards stationed at that port. 
Thence he will return to Berlin, Early in 
June he will attend the meeting of Pome- 
ranian nobility in Stettin and address them 
ata banquet. He will then go to Kiel and 
proceed in his fast yacht Meteor to Cowes, 
where it is expected he will handle his own 
boat in a yacht race to be sailed during his 
visit there. Early in July he will sail north 
to go on a whaling expedition and hunt along 
the Norwegian coast.

Bitter Jew-Baiting and Its Result. 

The remarkable pamphiet issued by Rector 
Ahiwardt, the Jew-baiter, from Dresden last 
Tuesday, will lead not only to an examination 
of him but also to a government investigation 
of his charges against the celebrated Jewish 
gunmakers, the Ludwig we company. The 
pamphlet is the bitterest production of the 
anti-Jew crusade in Germany. Its charges, 
moreover, are so specific that despite the 
source they cannot be ignored by the govern- 
ment. The title of the pamphlet is: New 
Revelation About Jewish Guns.“ In his in- 
troduction Ahlwardt says that the Ludwig 
Loewe company have supplied the empire 
with hundreds of thousands of worthless rifles 
and to do this corrupted soldiers, non-com- 
missioned and commissioned officers, 
and army arins-inspectors. As 
result, be says, the Imperial Government has 
been defrauded of more than 12,000,000 marks. 
Ahlwardt says that he obtained the details of 
the swindle from a high State official and that 
he decided to make them public, in the inter- 
est of Germany’s honor, only after hearing 
that the government had ordered from the 
Loewes all the new machine guns for the 
navy. | 

The Loewe factory whs established by Lud - 
wig Loewe, a some-time member cf the Reich- 
stag, who died in 1887. The present head of 
the company is his brother Isidore. The 
central factory is in the Hollmann strasse, 
Berlin, and there are branches in the Gitschnei 
strasse and in the suburb Martinik-Enfelde. 
Ahlwardt's disclosures concern only the last 
named branch, and leave the investigation of 
the other factories, as he says, to the govern- 
ment. Until recently, Ahlwardt says, Di- 
rector Barthelam assisted Isidore Loewe, but 
a short time ago he disappeared and is said to 
have died mysteriously. 

Bribes for Gun Inspectors, 

When the government required that the new 
gun, model No. 88, be made as speedily as 
possible, the Loewes got an order for $425,- 
000, The separate parts of these rifles were 
made in the Hollmann strasse and Gitschnei 
strasse factories, and were finished and put 
together and’tested. Ibe contract was given 
in 1890, and the latest date for delivery was 


July 1, 1892. The last batch was delivered 


last Jan. 18, and was in fact ready last No- 
vember. lhe price of the rifles was 58 marks 
each. The protit on each was 30 marks, or on 
all 12,750,000 marks. 

Although the government organized an 
elaborate system of control, swindling was 
carried on at every turn. The three govern- 
ment gunsmiths appointed to supervise the 
manufacture of the rifles received monthly 
bribes of 90 marks each, lived on the prem- 
ises. and were kept full of liquor. A special 
watch had to be kept for certain army officers 
charged with supervision because they were 
too honest to be tampered with. Whenever 
they appeared, Ahlwardt says, word was given 
to hide the bad work and bring out the show 
pieces. Ahlwardt names Lieut.-Col. Kuhne, 
director of the gun factory in Spandau, as the 
chief swindler, and says that he codperated 
with the Loewes in bribing the inspecting gun- 
smiths and in deceiving the revising officers. 
| Gunsmith Schleicher of Spandau refused to 
accept bribes, and repeatedly reported the 
irregularities of the Loewes to his* superiors, 
but they told him to hold his tongue. 
Inspector of Rifles Kirsch, upon arriving at 
Spandau, Abiwardt says, was bought by the 
Loewes and he marked everything good.“ 

The Price Which Was Paid. 

For every rifle thus Director Kuhne, 
Ahl vardt says, received 50 pfennigs or a 
total of. 212,500 marks. Kuhne offered. the 
Inspector of Rifles 5 igs on each rifle, 
and the latter, Ahlwardt says, accepted at first 
the offer, but afterwards backed out, saying 
that he preferred a sute thing and would there- 
fore take 180 mi fram the Loewes 
as his share. 

Te sights of the new rifles are of such bad 
material, Ahlwardt says, that they became 
loose almost immediately after the rifles were 
distributed. The barrels are dangerously 
weak. In fact, says Ahlwardt, nearly all the 
parts are imperfect, Ahlwardt fortities his 
statements with quotations from several offi- 
cers and many workmen in the employ of the 
Loewes. Military wen in Berlin who have 
been questioned about the matter refuse to 
discuss it until the government shall have 
corn pleted its investigation.

Shot Himself on the Parade Ground, 

First Lieut. Hartmann of the Twelth In- 
faniry Regiment in Muhihausen, Alsace, re- 
ceived while on the parade ground the so- 
called blue letter, informing him that he 
had been placed on the retired list. He at 
once drew his revolver and shot himself, 

In the Neuhauser strasse in Munich yester- 
day, a house collapsed, killing two persons and 
injuring others. 

Castle Falkenburg. in the Harse, one of the 
finest ruins in Central Europe, has been de- 
stroyed by fire.

The admission to these 
meetings will eost five cents and there will be 
some singing and speaking.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY MEETING. 


The Annual Reports of the Organization 


Read at Washington. 

Wansuineton, D. C., April 17.—The Wash- 
ington annual meeting of the American Tract 
Society was held tonight in the Metropolitan 
Presbyterian Church, of which the Rev. John 
Chester, D. D., is pastor. Justice William 
Strong, President of me society, presided, 
and addresses were made by Maj.-Gen. Oliver 
O. Howard, Vice-President of the society, and 
by the Secretary, the Rev. William A. Rice, 
D. D., of New York. The Secretary’s report 
says the society has issued 12,314 publications 
and circulated in sixty-seven years 664,118,039 
copies of these. These publications are 
Evangelical but non-sectarian. The society 
has granted over $700,000 for foreign publica- 
tions and nearly two millions and a quarter 
of dollars in home publications. The mis- 
sionaries of this society have visited over 14,- 
000,000 families in this country, leaving 6,000,- 
000 volumes of religious literature. 

During the last year the society has em- 
ployed 167 missionary reporters who have vis- 
ited 117,708 famulies and circulated 96,196 vol- 
umes. In addition to this work it bas granted 
in the course of a year in cash and publica- 
tion at home and abroad $30,000. The entire 
receipts for the year from all sources was 
$316,000,

plicants for every position offered. Many ener- 
getic Americans have soughtemployment without 
success, and the charity of the few Americans liv- 
ing there has alone — absolute suffering 
for lack of food.

IN FEAR OF OVERMEAD WIRES, 


Washington Surprised Over an Infliction of 
the Trolley Svstem. : 
Wasatnaton, D. C., April 17.—[Special. ]— 
Washington is gasping iu surprise over an in- 
fliction on it of the trolley system. At least 
the affliction is settled so far as the House is 
concerned. That body a few days ago passed 
a bill which would give one of the street rail- 
road companies power to string electric wires 
through the main streets and avenues of the 
National Capital. About three years ago Con- 
gress passed a law requiring that after August, 
1892, horses should no longer be used as a 
motive power for street-cars. The companies 
were left free to select whatever motor they 
pleased. The Washington and N 
which has the heaviest traffic, chose the cable 
system, and by August all its lines will de 
operated by cable power. Congress permitted 
a suburban company to string overhead. wires 
temporarily within the city limits, although 
they were kept from coming down through 
the main streets.

RECALLING THE MEYERLING TRAGEDY. 


The Valet of the Crown Prince Dies in an 
Insane Asylum, 

The death is announced of Carl Loshek, the 
valet of the unfortunate Crown Prince Rudolpb 
of Austria, writes the Marquis de Fontenay. 
He was with the ill-fated Archduke at Meyer- 
ling on the night of the tragedy and was the 
first person to enter the bedroom and to give 
the alarm of his master’s death. 

He lost his reason About a year ago, and 
was placed by order of the Emperor in the 
private insane asyium at Doebling, the prin- 
cipal and proprietor of which is a physician 
to the imperial family bearing the rank of 
Court Councilor, 


So apprehensive was the Emperor that 


Loshek in his ravings might reveat some de- 


tails of the mysterious tragedy which have 
hitherto been withheld from the public that 


the keepers selected for his surveillance wer 
deaf mutes. 


Besides Lushek there are only three others 
who were connected with the incidents of that 
fateful night at Meyerling. They are the cab- 
man, Haus Brattisch, who drove the so-called 


uonumerierter, or two-horsed cab, which the 


Prince was wont to use when anxious to pre- 
serve his incognito, 

The second is Count Josef Hoyos, who first 
conveyed to the Emperor and the Empress 
the news of their son’s death, while the third 
is Duke Philip of Coburg, the brvuther-in-law 
of the Archduke. 

Count Hoyos, after a prolonged absence in 
Africa, has now returned to Austria and re- 
sumed his residence in Vienna, where he may 
occasionally be seen on the streets. But he 
never enters the clubs of which he was former- 
ly a leading member, avoids the race 
courses, theaters, and all places of public 
amusement, dresses entirely in black, and re- 
sents in the most undisguised and bitter man- 
her any attempt to draw him outanent the ter- 
rible event which wrecked the hopes of roy- 
ality in Austria. 


GRAND JURIES RAKED OVER THE COALS. 


Theodore Gestefeld Says That They Should 
Recognize and Use Their Power. 

The grand jury was raked over the coals last 
night by Theodore Gestefeld, who lectured on 
The Grand Jury; Its Uses and Abuses,“ be- 
fore the Chicago Secular Union at No. 181 
West Madison street. 

Mr. Gestefeld said in substance: 


The grand jury is the oldest protest of the peo- 
ple against the power of kings. The grand jury 
of Chicago is very different from what it should 
be. There is no greater hambug than the special 
grend jury, the members of which are selected 

rom society leaders who have no sympathy with 
the masses. When it is time to swear the 
Jury in many are absent and those iacking are 
selected from the bystanders. it is not unusual 
that the bystanders are standing there to be 
selected, and it is a most frequent occurrence to 
see the Judge select one ot the bystanders as the 
foreman. The State’s-Attorney runs and controls 
the Chicago grand juries, when that 
body should control the State’s-Attorney. 
The grand jury has the power to inquire into all 
matters connected with the city government. If 
I were the foreman of the present grand jury I 
would compel Mayor Washburne to bring the city 
pdy-rolis before me and thoroughly investigate 

m. It is almost impossible for a citizen to get 
a complaint before the grand jury and have 
it investigated if it does not meet the 
approval of certain people. Many criminals 
escape through Justices of the Peace, in front of 
whom a working man or woman has no chance 
against the professional crimiaal. The gr and 
jury should be regarded and made the greatest 
and most powerful body of men in the goverc- 
meat. All its doings should be kept secret. as 
is the law, and, if I bad my way, I would 
have a law passed making it a penal offense for 
any newspaper to print anything about the do- 
ings of the grand jury. Without utter secrecy 
gréat ends cannot be accomplished. he mem- 
bets of the grand juries do not know the rights 
and the power they possess. They should exer- 
diese the power. Then our government would be 
better and purer.

ILLINOIS WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Some Killing Frosts Keported During the 
Week, 

Sprincrranp, III., April 16.—[Special.]— 
The weather crop bulletin of the Illinois 
weather service in operation with the 
weather bureau of the United States, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, shows that during the 
week ending April 15 the temperature was 
below the normal and at the central office the 
deficiency was 13° daily. Killing frosts oc- 
curred throughout the State during the week 
and was injurious to fruits and tender vegeta- 
tion. The amount of sunshine was slightly 
below a seasonable average. The precipita- 
tion of the week, except in a few counties, was 
generally below the normal. It was well dis- 
tributed and was beneficial to wheat and 
grass, but retardtd farm work. 

Follewimg are extracts from the detailed re- 
ports made to the observer in charge at this 
station by the local correspondents in the 
counties indicated: 

Brown County Temperature down to freezing 
th; plowimg wil be delayed until 18th if no 
more rain falls; cold weather has not affected 
wheat injurious Rainfall 1.00 inch.

BUSINESS. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 


The week has seen little material progress in 
commercial affairs. It will be difficult to dis- 
tinguish any difference in the situation of affairs 
today from what it was a week ago, or even sev- 
eral weeks ago, for that matter. The evidence 
grows stronger, perhaps, that in the Western 
cities through the great grain prodheing belt the 
volume of business is really much larger than has 
been generally supposed. Busindss is moving on 
with an absence of friction which makes it attract 
little attention, but in spite of the fact that there 
are no notable features the aggregate volume is 
satisfactorily large. There are the same geo- 
graphical divisions noticed in the business situa- 
tion that have been qdommented on before. The 
West is by far the most active. There 
is moderate activity in the East and a rather dull 
situation on the Pacifie coast. In some parts of 
the South there is positive depression. These dif- 
ferences are almost wholly due to agricultural 
conditions and are just such differences as would 
naturally be expected to follow the marketing of 
last year’s crops. 

ln spite of the dull rohtine into which trade has 
dropped there is little reason for looking upon 
the general situation with much distrust. The 
situation as a whole is remarkably free from 
weak spots. There has been no overspeculation, 
no straining of credit, ho persons have been re- 
cently attempting to do more than they were 
financially capable of doing, That feature of the 
situation can be looked upon with much satisfac- 


tion 

On the local outlook there is an occasional 
shadow cast by overspeculation in real estate 
which dates back nearly two years, Obligations 
that arecoming due are found hard to meet. 
There has not been the 3 in the real-estate 
field that was chunted o eople who bought 
with the expectation of 3 quick turns and 
never having to put up more than a rat ggg 
have found the market Bieappointing 

There has been as little e 
market as there has been elsewhere in the situa- 
tion. The market both here and in New York 
has been characterized 525 duliness. but in spite of 
tnat dullness there has been a marked tendency 


toward firmness. A notable exception to 


that in the local market has been 
the industrial securities. The stock of 
the brewi companies has displayed extreme 
weakness. The brewery war continues and beer 
is being sold at one-half the ordinary price. This 
bas cut off all hopes of dividends for the common 
stock holders. Even in view of the fall seriousness 
of the situation, however, the decline has been ex- 
treme and it has been a good illustration of the 
evil of capitalizing earnings instead of only capi- 
talizing a intrinsic value of the property. Other 
industrials have shown a sympathetic weakness, 
{nvestors have been led to see that the securities 
of companies whose 2 2 is based prin- 
cipally on an earning capacity are subject to as 
violent fluctuations as are the earnings them- 


selves.
